The invention described in claim 1 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 1- 

I Document 1 describes a method for knitting a garment, in which after the body and two sleeves have 

each been cylindrically knitted up to the sides, the two sleeves and body are joined, and the upper ends of the 
front and back bodies are joined, wherein gussets to join the two front sleeves and front body, and the two back 
sleeves and back body are formed on the sides. Also, document 1 suggests (in particular column 13, lines 5-8) 
Ithat "the number of loops on the gusset of the front knitting fabric portion may differ from the number of loops 
on the gusset of the back knitting fabric portion." ■ 
Here, forming the gussets so that the front sleeves are narrower than the back sleeves at a portion higherl 
than the sides, and fitting to a human body the garment in which line difference is provided so that the sleeves 
protrude frontward are matters of common sense; therefore, in the invention described in document 1, adoptmg 
such a constitution would be easy for a party skilled in the art. Thus, in the invention described in document 1, 
providing a larger number of loops on the gusset of the front knitting fabric portion than the number of the 
loops on the gusset of the back knitting fabric portion to achieve line difference such that the sleeves protrude 
frontward for a whole garment would be easy for a party skilled in the art. At this time, no special difficulty is 
found in achieving line difference so that the sleeves protrude frontward by employing a well-known art of 
knitting sleeve caps by partial knitting (see, document 3 for example) to achieve the invention described in 
claim 1. 

|Claims2-4 . , 

The inventions described in claims 2-4 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on documents 

1 1 -4 due to the same reasons as described for claim 1 . 

Further applying the art as indicated in the following documents 2 and 4 to the invention described in 
Idocument 1 could be easy for a party skilled in the art. m . 

Document 4 describes that the invention is carried out so that, at the neck hole portion, the front body is 
divided into the front left body and front right body to be knitted, and the front left body expands toward the left 
sleeve side and the front right body expands toward the right sleeve side; and one end of the front and back 
bodies face each other on the needle bed while the other end of the front and back bodies do not face each other 

Ion the needle bed. . 

Document 2 (page 7, lines 7-26) describes transferring stitches of the sleeve ends and overlapping with 

lie stitches of the body end.
